Pams, Jan, 6,—All the great Powers
have authorized thelr repregentatives at
Madrid to enter Into semi-official rela-
tions with the new Government,

The new opera-house was opened last
night with great ceremony and display,
preparations for the event having been

Circumsinntial Evidence,

James Harris kept a public house
within eighteermiles of York, England
having 1n his service & man name
Morgan, who to his other oceupation
added that of gardener. It happensd
that one Grev, a ulwlmith,dlnurneymg
on foot to Edinburgh, supped and slept
at this public bouse, Nextmorning, Mor-
gun deposed before s magistrate that his
master strapngled Grey in his bed—that
he amctunlly saw him commit the mur-
der—that he in vam endeavored to
prevent him, bis master jnsisting that
the man was in a fit, and that he was
merely endeavoring to assist bim, Mor-
Eau further awore, affecting to believe,

@ left the room§ but, alter retiring look-
ed through the key-hole, and saw the
murderer rifle the pockets of the de-
censed. Huarris, ns well as he migh
vehemently denicd the accusation, and,
hapless tor himself, threatened a prose-
cution for perjury, As no mark ot vio-
lenee was found to be visible upon his
body, Harris was on the poiut ol being
dischoarged, when the mald-servant de-
ma.mludgto be heard. Bhe swore that
from a wash-house window, as she was
desvending the stalrs, she saw hor mas-
ter take some gold from his pocket, and,
having carefully wrapped it up, bury it
under a tree [n the garden, the position
of which she indicated. Upon this Har-
ris turned pale: and the earth under the
tree having been searched by a consta-
ble, £30 in gold were found wrapped u
ina paper, HMarris then admitted tha
he bud buried the money for security’s
sake, but answered in so confused a
manner that he was committed., He was
tried at York for the murder. The man,
the maid, the.constable, and the magis-
trate were all examined, and no suspic.
ion attaching to this testimony, a ver-
dict of gullty was at once pronounced,
He dlcf protesting his innocence, and
ere long his innocence became manitest
to allmen, The real facts were as fol-
lows: Inmn quarrel between Harrls and
his servant, Morgan received a blow,
and vowed vengeance, Boon afterward,
Grey’s arrival lurnisned the opportunity.
The part which the servant girl played
in the business la explaived by the fact
thiat she and the gardener were sweet-
hearts. Beecing her master ono day ap-
parently hiding something under a tree,
she npllnrlsad organ, who, on digging,
found five guineas concealed there, On
this they agreed to purloin the hoard
when it should amount to a sum sufli-
cleut to enable them to set up in busi-
ness, But Harris’s threat o1 prosecution
for perjury so terriied the girl, that she
resolved to save her lover by the sacrl-
fice of the money and - -her master's lilo.
A subsequent gquarrcl—the not unusuoal
consequence of guilt like thelrs—betray-
ed the truth, 'I‘Eey died of jail faver on
the day previous to that appointed for
their trial. It was alterward ascertained
that Grey bad two apoplectic fits, and
bad never been in pussession of $5 ut o
time in his lite,

Chomlistry.

The word ohemistry is derived from
the Arabio, and was originally the art or
sclence now called alebemy, whioch was
thie supposed gift of a certaln tew indi-
viduals who posfessed the knowledge of
converting the baser metals into gold.
The Arabie word kama signifies to hide,
geerete, or concenl. 'The art of alchemy
Is of very great antiquity, and is sup-
posed to have been Rraullnod as enrly as
the third century. The Ewmperor Diocle-
tian made an_order directing search for
books or writings l.renung of the wonder-
ful art of transmwuting the baser metals
into gold and silver, and commanding
that all such books or writlugs, when
found,should becommitted to the Names,
and that all the implements, retorts,
powders oreliquids used for such pur-
pose should likewise be destroyed.

Alchemy was long connected by the
ignorant and superstitious with the pow-
er and attributes of the devil, and its

ossessors were charged with ‘being in
cague with him in the practice of what
wus known as the black art.

Itis thought by many erudite people
that the art of counterieiting the ancient
ooins bhad lts origin in the study and
manipulations of the alchemist, and that
in those early times the secret manmer
in which these mysterious beings Weork-
ed, the care they exercised, and holdin
themselves aloot from soclety, was wi
a«view to hide their employment from the
Eubl]u uze, while, Ly means of their

nowledge of the aits and their acquired
skill in‘other respects, they waore enabled
secretly and successfully, to a greater
or less degree, to flood the channels of
commerecial cireulation with buse silver
and gold.

The alchemist, with the purpose also
of gnining credit with the masses, pre-
tended to have found a universal reme-
dy for disease, and an alkuhest, or uni-
versal solvent, for every known sub-
stance, This pretended sclence flourish.
ed greatly from the thirteenth to the sev.
enteenth century, bub is now held In uni-
versal contempt. .

After the downfall of the race of alche-
mists, the true sclence of chemistry
grew up and developed into harmonlous
proportions. 1t endeavored to discover
by analysis and syntuesis the nature and
properties of different bodies, and the
changes of composition that ocouramong
the integrant elements under certan
combinntions.

The use of symbols was early employed
by the alchemists to represent the metals
known to them, the metals themselyes
being at the same time called after the
heavenly bodies. The early chemists
also used a few symbols that seemed ap-
propriate to their oceupation, and for
mnn?{ centuries these continusd to be
employed without material alteration.
darly in the beginning of the prescnt
century the chemist Berzelius proposell
a modified spstem of charaoters, which
rendered it possible to wrlte the exaoct
composition of chemical compounds b
welght, and which also Indloated chemi-
cal reactions,

This system of symbols was used until
a comparatively recent period, but theé
chemist Gerhardt Rropuscd some slight
moditication, which would render it pos-
sible tore-present the volume as well as
the welght of tue sebstances entering
into a compound, besides being a ready
and simple means of ulustrating the
complex changes arising in organic sub-
stanges from ochemical oction, This
sclenco occupied a low position for many
hundred years, and not until within the
last two centuries has it made decided
and permanent advancement, Ivis true,
there are u lew exceptions, such as the
tanning of gleather; the knowledge of
certain coloring matters or dyes, among
whicn was the real Tyrian purple; an
nequaintance with,the properties of cer-
tain plants, drugs, and resins; the man-
ufacturing of glazed pottery, which the
Persinns carried to a great degree of
perfectiion,

One great and essentinl benefit con-
ferred on mankind by the discoveries of
modern chemistry has arisen from the
utilization of waste substances. The
bones of dead animals are revitalized in
the shape of phospborus; the dregs of
tho wine cask return to us in the shape
of seidlitz powders; the washings of coal
gas and sewers are by distillation con-
verted Into ammonia; glycerine is the
sweet prinelple of fatty or oily sub-
stanves; glues and jellies are made from
the hools or bones of domestic animals;
chlorine is more or less used as a substi-
tate for sulphur in bleaching. Absorp-
tion and distillution have given us num-
berless extracts, cordinls and perfumes,
and there 1s scarcely a plant, tree or
fiult, but, in some lorm or other, has
been made to render up,certiin active
principles of its cumpnulﬁnn, which, bug
for the subtle agencies ol chemistry,
would have remained inert or in & erude
state, but when thus deyeloped, under
various forms of application, either me-
dicinally or. otherwise, add scmething
Lo the general wellfare of mankiod,

The greateést benctits, however, have
been experienced from this science in
its bearings upon the sanitary relorms of
the last century, Men are now better
housed and fed; nuxious diseases are
more scientitically treated, and the
sprénd ot pestilence and famine eur-
tailed, The diffusion of intelligence In
regard to lightheal, and ventilation s
very geueral; the causes and preveution
of minsmu in city and country receive
the attention of the loeal governments,
and there is a dispusition everywhere to
make the most of the advantages pre-
sented by country, climate, and condi-
tiong for the elevation and social happi-
ness of the humun race. If the alchem-
ist of old fuiled to accomplish the turn-
log of the baser metals iuto gold aud sil-
ver, and the discovery ol a panacea for
human ills, be at least stimulated o spic-
it of inquiry walchk has borue fruit in the
investigations nnd experiments of the

ialns-taking chemist and bis co-workers
